FOOTNOTES ON A WEEK’S HEADLINERS 


[From The New York Times.} 


The Voice from Station HVJ. 


N Feb. 12 some words in 

stately, precise Latin were 

heard around the world. Not 

for sixty years and more has 
a Pope left Rome, but last week the 
voice of one penetrated to the utter- 
most parts of the sea. In centuries 
past, servants of the Church crossed 
unknown oceans, toiled through wil- 
dernesses and died hideous, linger- 
ing deaths to carry the words of the 
Pope; now, a flick of the switch at 
Station HVJ, Vatican City, brings 
those words to countless millions of 
listeners. 


Without passing through a lane of 
rainbow-hued Swiss Guards at the 
Vatican, without conforming to a 
rigid but unfamiliar ceremony, Amer- 
icans heard the voice of Pope Pius 
XI through their 
loud - speakers. 
That voice ,.came 
from a _ thick-set 
man of medium 
height and snow- 
white hair. He is 
in his seventy- 
fourth year, but 
he carries those 
three-score and 
nearly fourteen 
_ years as though 

Broadcaster. not conscious of 

them. He walks 
quickly, rhythmically, with the sure- 
footedness of the mountain climber 
that he was forty and more years 
ago when he was the first to con- 
quer some of the hitherto unclimbed 
peaks of the Italian Alps. 

Mountain climbing developed a pair 
of thick, square shoulders. His head 
is slightly tilted to the right—a typi- 
cal pose of a man who stands at the 
bottom of a mountain, estimating the 
height and distance he must climb. 
An early out-of-doors life has given 
him a ruddy complexion. There is a 
mountaineer’s and a_ bibliophile’s 
calmness to his features. He has no 
wrinkles to speak of, except two fur- 
rows above the bridge of his nose-—- 
furrows which with his thick-lensed 
spectacles reveal a man of books. 

If Feb. 12 was according to his 
routine, Pope Pius XI rose at 7 
o'clock, said his devotions in a little 
chapel just off his bedroom and then 
had breakfast of café-au-lait and 
rolls. If the weather was fair he 
walked for a few minutes in the 
Vatican Gardens; if stormy, in 
Raphael’s Loggias. At 8 o’clock he 
was in his study with secretaries 
and correspondents. An hour later, 
according to schedule, he received 
the Papal Secretary of State, gave 
attention to the far-flung activities 
of the Church and perhaps received 
and blessed a delegation or two. His 
luncheon probably consisted of either 
minestrone soup or rice Italian style, 
some fruit, a small glass of wine and 
a cup of coffee.

Foch’s Shadow. 


ARSHAL FOCH has succeeded 
Marshal Pétain as supreme 
commander of the French 
Army. This is not reincarnation. In 
fact, the appointment of General 
Maxime Weygand as Vice President 
of the War Council and Inspector 
Genera! of the Army rather knocks 
reincarnation on the head. For it 
was General Weygand who was 
Foch's self-effacing chief of staff. 
‘*Weygand, il est moi,’’ Foch said 
upon more than one occasion. 
Foch also called him his ‘spiritual 
son.’”’ So well matched a team were 
the allied Generalissimo and his chief 


of staff that it was difficult to sep- 
arate Foch’s conception of 4 military 
operation from Weygand’s prepara- 
tion. Slight, silent, black hair, black 
mustache, black eyes, this quiet little 
native of Belgium passed through 
St. Cyr, France’s West Point, and 
the staff school. In August, 1914, he 
was a Lieutenant Colonel of Cavalry. 
Just before’ the 

Battle of the 
Marne, Foch was 
handed a pick-me- 
up army and told 
to hold the French 
and break the 
German _ centre. 
Little Lieut. Col. 
,Weygand was 
‘sent to him as 
‘chief of staff, a 
gift which Foch 
did not appre- 
ciate at the time, 
for he wished to pick his own staff. 
But Foch, the military mystic who 
sometimes found it hard to explain 
himself to the literal-minded, detail- 
grubbing officer, soon found that he 
did not have to elucidate his ideas 
twice to Weygand. 

Foch was fond of expressing him- 
self in parables. During the opera- 
tions of the Summer of 1918, when 
the Allies were attacking the Ger- 
mans at many places, a member of 
Foch’s military household asked the 
Marshal how the battle was going. 
Foch dug the officer in the ribs, 
cuffed one of his ears, sent a blow 
to the stomach, then turned without 
speaking and walked off in high 
good humor. That was his answer, 
and it did not require to be put into 
words. 

To give an extreme illustration, 
such was the way Foch’s imagina- 
tion worked, and it was his chief of 
staff’s duty to translate that imag- 
ination into army orders. If genius 
consists part of inspiration and part

of perspiration, then the slight, dark, 
dapper but relatively inconspicuous 
little man who was continually at 
his elbow did much of the perspir- 
ing.

A Lively Political Corpse. 
GAIN Winston Churchill is politi- 
cally dead. He has called Prime 
Minister MacDonald a ‘‘boneless 
wonder,”’ broken with Stanley Bald- 
win, the leader of his party, and 
once more he is seen at the end of his 
political career—‘‘spoiled by too much 
cleverness and a disposition to make 
the House of Commons laugh.”’ 

Twenty-five years ago, too, they 
were writing Mr. 
Churchill’s politi- 
cal obituary. ‘‘He 
has ridiculed those 
in high places. 
Without political 
friends he is a po- 
litical nonentity.”’ 
Conservative, Lib- 
eral and Conserva- 
tive, Winston 
Churchill has had 
in politics more 
lives than the 
butcher’s cat. 

At 57, he has had more than a cen- 
tury of thrilling experiences in his 
lifetime. A cavalry officer and polo 
player in India, action in the Sudan 
under Kitchener, who despised him, 
with the Spanish in Cuba, a corre- 
spondent in the Boer War, a prisoner 
of war and the hero of a sensational 
escape: his blood has turned to soda 
water more than his share. He was 
First Lord of the Admiralty when the 
war broke out, and he had the fleet 
ready. Gallipoli, that heroic failure 
which nearly succeeded, was his con- 
ception. During the war he had for 
a while a battalion in France.

Theodore Roosevelt the elder. He has 
a tongue as biting as George Moses's. 
He has Richard Harding Davis’s flair 
for the dramatic. Dilute this combi- 
nation with some of Smedley Butler’s 
indiscretion and his earlier career 
with some of the preciousness of 
Richard Haliburton, and the applica- 
tion to Churchill is no more unfair 
than his characterization of many 
other men. 


Even if he is more politically 
dead than he has been before, he is 
still a good show. Sometimes on a dull 
afternoon the benches of the House 
of Commons are as deserted as a 
church on Mondays. Then a chubby- 
faced man with high forehead, short 
nose and freckles rises, thrusts his 
head far forward while his hands 
grasp the lapels of his coat. ‘‘Win- 
ston is up’’ spreads through the lob- 
bies of the House. The benches fill 
as full as the seats of Bryant Park 
on a sunny Spring day, and friend 
and foe listen, laugh and snarl.

He was born Vere 
Brabazon Ponsonby and he is or has 
been identified as the Earl of Bess- 
borough, likewise Baron of Bess- 
borough, Viscount Duncannon, Baron 
Ponsonby and Baron Duncannon. 
As might be expected from the fore- 
going, he inher- 
ited an ancestral 
country seat in 


Ireland, a stately 
pile built 200 years 
ago of white Kil- 
kenny marble, 
with Sir Joshua 
Reynoldses and 
Sir Thomas Law- 
renco and _ alii 
that sort of thing 
upon the _ walls. Titled. 

Not only man- 

sions in Ireland but treasures in the 
city fell to the custody of the Earl 
of Bessborough. One of his concerns 
supplies margarine to butter-hungry 
Britons. The De Beers Mining Com- 
pany of South Africa yields diamonds 
for the jewel-hungry of the world. 
And one of his Brazilian railways 
carries coffee on its first long jour- 
ney to our breakfast tables. One of 
his Ponsonby cousins wrote a book, 
“The Decline of Aristocracy,’’ but it 
is obvious that the Ninth Earl of 
Bessborough, diamond and railroad 
executive and director of a score of 
corporations, was not on his mind. 
As a matter of fact, poetic justice 
of a sort has been visited upon the 
author of the ‘‘The Decline of Aristo- 
cracy’’ by recent elevation to the 
peerage. 

For 200 years and more the Pon- 
sonby family has been close to the 
court. One member of the family at 
least has always been in attendance 
upon the sovereign, and of the page 
of Ponsonbys recorded in the latest 
‘“‘Who’s Who” one was a page to 
Queen Victoria and another is Treas- 
urer to the King and Keeper of<the 
Privy Purse. The new Governor Gen- 
eral of Canada also inherits the Pon- 
sonby reputation for good looks. He 
married them, too. His wife is the 
daughter and heiress of Baron de 
Neuflize of Paris, who was Regent of 
the Bank of France. And the fact 
that the Countess of Bessborough is 
a Frenchwoman has not been over- 
looked by the French-speaking popu- 
lation of Canada.

THE TASK OF RUSSIA. 


By JOSEPH STALIN, 


Dictator of Russia, in a Speech at the First 
Conference of the All-Union Communist 
Industrial Executives. 


USSIA is from fifty to a hun- 

dred years behind the rest of 

the world in knowledge. It is 

our job as Bolsheviki to make 
up arrears in these ten years, be- 
cause laggards always suffer. That 
is what happened in Old Russia—she 
was always backward and paid for 
it dearly. Mongols beat her, Turks 
beat her—and Swedish feudalism 
and Poles. Anglo-French capitalists 
beat her—and Japanese barons. 

They beat her because of back- 
wardness — military backwardness, 
cultural backwardness, governmen- 
tal, industrial and agricultural back- 
wardness. They beat her because it 
was profitable and they could get 
away with it. That is the law of cap- 
italism—to beat the backward and 
the weak. ‘‘You’re right if strong; if 
weak you’re wrong’’—that is the 
wolf law of capitalism. And that is 
why we must make up arrears. As 
Lenin said, ‘‘We must die or catch 
up and surpass them.’’ We must do 
that or they will smash us. 

What about the second condition 
-that is, have we got the proper 
management for our industry? We 
have the will, but have we got the 
competence? Unhappily, things are 
not wholly satisfactory in this re- 
spect, and as Bolsheviki we must 
Say so openly and straight * * * 

You must learn it. You must mas- 
ter technique; you as Bolsheviki, as 
the leaders of Russia, must really 
lead. And to lead you must have 
knowledge.

WAR AND PUBLIC OPINION. 


By ARTHUR HENDERSON, 
British Foreign Secretary, Speaking at a 
Disarmament Demonstration at 
Queen's Hall, London. 

T the disarmament conference 
A as elsewhere—and I say this as 
an old political hand—the gov- 
ernments will do what the peoples 
want. If the peoples want disarma- 
ment they can have it. If they will 
exert their will they can compel re- 
suits. * * * 

The next war, if it should ever 
come, will be fought by aircraft and 
by aircraft using poison gas. Every 
year our air force carries out 
manoeuvres over London. Have 
you ever thought what those ma- 
noeuvres mean? They mean that 
our staff, like every other staff, is 
now expecting that the operations of 
the next war will be air attacks 
against great centres of industry 
and civilian populations. 

It is useless for us to protest that 
such warfare would be an interna- 
tional crime. We have = surely 
learned it is beyond our power to 
humanize the conduct of modern 
war. Once war begins, no man and 
no government can control it. * * * 

Europe today is as full of difficult 
political problems as it was five 
years ago when the Locarno treaties 
were signed. I say, as the Foreign 
Minister of a great European power, 
that it is in disarmament that the 
key of peaceful solutions to these 
problems can be found.

istration of Secretary of State Jef- 
ferson in 1792 to the days of Secre- 
tary of State Bryan in 1913. There 
were certain slight departures from 
this policy during the Civil War, but 
they were manifestly due to the 
exigencies of warfare and were 
abandoned immediately afterward. 

This general policy, as thus ob- 
served, was to base the act of rec- 
ognition not upon the question of 
the constitutional legitimacy of the 
new government but upon its de 
facto capacity to fulfill its obliga- 
tions as a member of the family 
of nations. This country recognized 
the right of other nations to regu- 
late their own internal affairs of 
government and disclaimed any at- 
tempt to base its recognition upon 
the correctness of their constitutional 
action. 

Said Mr. Jefferson in 1792: 

‘‘We certainly cannot deny to other 
nations that principle whereon our 
own government is founded, that 
every nation has a right to govern 
itself internally under what forms 
it pleases, and to change these forms 
at its own will. * * *” 

As soon as it was reported to us, 
through our diplomatic representa- 
tives, that the new governments in 
Bolivia, Peru, Argentina, Brazil and 
Panama were in control of the ad- 
ministrative machinery of the State, 
with the apparent general acquies- 
cence of their people, and that they 
were willing and apparently able to 
discharge their international and 
conventional obligations, they were 
recognized by our government.

OUR CLEAN-CUT SPEECH. 


By Dr. FRANK VIZETELLY, 


Lexicographer, in a Radio Address on 
Language and Pronunciation. 


ECAUSE it is more generally 
clean cut and clearer in utter- 
ance than any other, our Amer- 

ican speech is the most remarkable 
in the world. 

Because we are the heirs of so 
priceless an inheritance as our moth- 
er tongue, that has come down to us 
battered about a bit, it is incumbent 
upon us as trustees to correct those 
batters and to spread the gospel of 
correct speech over the land when- 
ever we receive the opportunity. 

Speech will not be governed by rule 
It is governed by good usage. Words 


remain the living medium of expres- 
sion. To pronounce correctly and 
pleasingly we must be ever conscious 
of what we are saying, or we will 
hesitate, stumble and perhaps fall by 
the wayside as many aspirants to the 
profession of radio announcer have 
done. 

A clear, crisp articulation of words 
constitutes that charm in speech that 
fascinates and frequently holds us 
spellbound. * * * Environment has 
provided us with much variety. But 
because the charms of American 
speech are many and various some 
of us look upon them as common- 
place and turn to other languages 
to get the thrills we seek. That is 
a mistake. Every one does not 
know foreign languages, and as we 
serve 80,000,000 people grounded in 
our mother tongue, plain American 
speech is more effective than any 
foreign importation.

Equality Lin armaments] is not 
only a treaty obligation but an abso- 
lute necessity if peace and security 
are to be obtained in Europe. The 
success or failure of the coming con- 
ference will provide proof of the 
League’s real worth.

What goal in our foreign policy 
could we reach better outside the 
League? None. Do you believe the 
protection of minorities in Poland, 
the settlement of the Meme! dispute, 
the Danzig problem or the Saar 
question, or even boundary revision, 
could be better obtained outside? 
Leaving the League would only give 
occasion to some of those who like 
Germany least to point to us and 
say, ‘‘I told you so.”’
